At a meeting of the campus 
Young Democrats Club held Tues- 
day evening, three members of the 
executive board of control turned 
in their resignations. Those re- 
signing were James E. Whitehead, 
vice-president; Della S. Gardner, 
secretary; and Rodney B. Lech-* 
war, treasurer.' 

1 The resignations climaxed a 
controversy concerning the 
club’s constitution. Members 
claim that a three-year-old 
constitution which president 
James Beier recognized as of- 
ficial is in fact void. They 
said that a more recent con- 
stitution which is recognized 
by the Student Council is the 
club’s valid constitution. 

Beier emphasized after the 
meeting that he has hot been 
impeached and that no charges 
have been brought against him. 
He said that the club was not de- 
funct and that he was still its 
acting president. However, the re- 
signing officers said that the club 
was defunct basing their claim on 
a clause in Robert’s Rules of Or- 
der. The clause states that if three 
members of the executive board of 
control resign, the club’s charter 
becomes void and new elections 
cannot be held without a recon- 
ciliation. 


Selective Service Opens 
Season On Students 


With the October and November 
draft calls the largest since the 
Korean War, the nation’s draft 
boards are set to look at requests 
for student deferments with a 
more discerning eye? 

As one Selective Service of- 
ficial points out, “There is 
nothing automatic about a 
student being deferred. Each 
case is considered on its own 
merits with the student’s 
course of study, its impor- 
tance to the national interest, 
and the student’s scholastic 
ability” being used as measur- 
ing sticks. 

The same high official suggest- 
ed that as quotas rise (or even if 
they stay at the present high level 
for an extended period of time) 
and the age of the draftee drops, 
boards probably will not be able 
to give deferments for longer than 
a year. 


“This would cover a man in his 
senior year or probably could be 
extended to let a junior finish 
school, but it probably would not 
let the 19 or 20 year-old sopho- 
more finish college before being 
called for military duty,” he said. 

Part-time students will find 
it even harder to come by de- 
ferments and the part-time 
students who are physically * ' 
fit for the draft will find it 
almost impossible to avoid be- 
ing called.

No longer is full-time status de- 
fined as 12 hours of credit or more 
per semester. Power rests with 
local draft boards to consider the 
progress of a student and can 
virtually draft anyone they wish. 
However, a student does have the 
right of appeal if he is called.
